TERMS  OF  PAYMENT — 1.  Cash  Plan:  This  plan  earns  3%  discount  and  free  boxing.

Abies  arizonica  (Cork  Fir) 

Specimens  of  this  tree  have  been  growing  on  our  grounds  at  Dundee 
for  the  past  twenty  years,  and  have  never  shown  any  winter  injury.  It 
is,  however,  little  known  and  not  often  seen  in  nurseries.  It  is  a  re¬ 
markably  beautiful  and  striking  Fir  of  slender  habit,  reaching  consider¬ 
able  size  when  full  grown.  Foliage  is  of  a  bright  blue,  easily  mistaken 
at  first  glance  for  Colorado  Blue  Spruce.  The  underside  of  the  needles 
is  pale  blue  or  whitish.  It  gets  its  name  from  the  corky  nature  of  the 
bark,  which  in  older  trees  is  of  a  light,  creamy  color.  This  tree  is 
native  to  a  limited  area  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Arizona.  A  much 
less  desirable  type,  Abies  lasiocarpa,  is  sometimes  offered  as  Arizona 
Fir.  The  trees  listed  below  are  guaranteed  to  be  the  genuine  Arizona 
Fir.  This  is  one  of  the  few  dependable  Firs  which  deserves  greater 
recognition.

Abies  concolor  (Concolor  or  White  Fir) 

This  tree  is  by  far  the  most  outstanding  of  the  true  Firs,  as  it  is 
able  to  grow  contrary  to  the  habit  of  most  Firs,  in  hot  climates,  and  it 
also  does  remarkably  well  in  localities  having  severe  cold  weather.  In 
its  native  range  it  extends  over  an  extensive  area  and  shows  a  great 
variation  in  character.  The  trees  offered  here  are  grown  from  seed 
collected  in  Colorado,  which  insures  a  very  superior  strain  than  seed 
from  localities  further  south.  Concolor  Fir  is  an  irregular  growing  tree 
when  small,  but  after  it  reaches  a  height  ready  for  selling  to  the  retail 
trade,  it  develops  a  symmetrical  growth.  Some  specimens  are  quite 
bluish  in  color,  others  being  of  greenish  tint.  In  ornamental  plantings 
it  seldom  reaches  more  than  fifty  feet  in  height,  and  develops  a  wide 
spread  of  branches.  Concolor  Fir  in  the  Middle  West  is  a  more  satisfac¬ 
tory  tree  in  old  age  than  the  Spruces.

This  introduction  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  quickly  won  a  place  in  American  nurseries.  It  was  found  in  China 
by  the  late  F.  N.  Meyer.  The  growth  of  this  tree  is  very  narrow  as 
compared  to  Chinese  Juniper.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  trim  it 
frequently,  especially  when  small,  in  order  to  give  it  the  extremely 
narrow  form.  There  are  two  distinct  colors  in  this  tree,  which  all  nur¬ 
serymen  do  not  recognize.  The  blue  form  is  the  type  which  is  favored 
by  most  planters,  although  the  green  form  is  also  in  good  demand. 
This  is  a  very  fast  growing  tree,  a  feature  which  adds  to  its  popular 
appeal.  It  may  also  be  trimmed  into  broader  and  bushier  specimens 
if  desired.

Juniperus  chinensis  sargenti  green  (Sargent  Juniper) 

This  popular  creeping  tree  was  introduced  to  the  Arnold  Arboretum 
by  Prof.  Sargent  about  forty  years  ago.  Ernest  Wilson  in  his  “Conifers 
and  Taxads  of  Japan’’  has  given  it  a  strong  recommendation  as  follows: 

“It  has  proved  perfectly  hardy,  grows  freely  and  its  stems  and  branch- 
lets  overlap  one  another  in  such  a  manner  as  to  form  neat,  low,  wide- 
spreading  masses  of  green.  As  a  ground  cover  this  Juniper  is  the  most 
valuable  of  all  the  known  kinds.” 

It  grows  not  more  than  eight  to  twelve  inches  high,  but  spreads  out 
and  creeps  along  the  ground  to  a  considerable  distance.  Because  of  its 
attractive  green  color  and  its  thrifty  and  robust  nature,  it  makes  an 


outstanding  tree  of  its  type.

Juniperus  communis  depressa  plumosa  (Andorra  Juniper) 

This  is  a  comparatively  new  variety,  discovered  in  1907  in  a  ship¬ 
ment  of  wild  seedlings  of  Prostrate  Juniper  collected  in  Maine  and  sent 
to  the  Andorra  Nursery  in  Philadelphia.  The  tree,  however,  bears  very 
little,  if  any,  resemblance  to  Juniperus  communis,  it  has  more  of  the 
characteristics  of  the  Juniperus  sabina.  Its  main  distinction  is  the  un¬ 
usual  purplish  coloring  of  the  foliage  when  frost  comes  in  the  Fall. 
During  the  Spring  and  Summer  it  is  of  a  grayish  green  color.  It  grows 
to  a  height  of  about  fifteen  to  eighteen  inches.  Sometimes  it  stays  very 
closely  on  the  ground,  raising  only  to  a  height  of  six  or  eight  inches. 
The  name  Juniperus  horizon talis  var.  plumosa  is  recommended  by  Dr. 
Bailey.

Juniperus  communis  hibernica  (Irish  Juniper) 

One  of  the  oldest  of  the  horticultural  varieties  of  Evergreens,  widely 
known  and  planted  throughout  the  country.  It  has  a  unique  habit  of 
growth,  very  columnar  and  formal  in  outline,  reaching  six  or  eight  feet 
in  height  and  not  more  than  twelve  to  eighteen  inches  in  diameter. 
Because  of  the  structure  of  this  tree,  which  instead  of  a  single  stem 
has  numerous  upright  branches  growing  from  the  base,  it  is  sometimes 
injured  by  snow  and  ice.  It  is  not  hardy  in  the  extreme  north  and  fre¬ 
quently  suffers  from  damage  to  the  tips  of  the  branchlets  during  severe 
cold  weather.  This  is  a  tree  in  strong  demand  throughout  the  entire 
nursery  trade.  Every  nurseryman  should  have  a  stock  of  it.

Black  Hills  Spruce 

(Picea  canadensis  albertiana) 

The  Black  Hills  Spruce  is  the  hardiest  of  all  Spruces,  symmetrical, 
compact  and  bushy  of  growth,  in  fact,  the  very  smallest  trees  grow 
round,  sturdy,  and  compact.  As  the  tree  grows  and  develops,  it  con¬ 
tinues  to  carry  this  particular  style  of  growth  and  generally  becomes 
the  most  compact-growing  specimen  of  the  Spruce  family ;  even  in  old 
trees  the  lower  branches  are  retained,  thus  forming  a  close  ground 
cover.

Trans¬ 
plants  very  readily.  Is  free  from  diseases,  is  able  to  withstand  extremes 
of  winter  and  summer  temperatures  and  develops  into  a  majestic  tree 
with  beauty  improving  with  age.

A  moist  location  is  preferred.  Stands  trimming  well,  and  for  this 
reason  is  widely  used  for  hedge  purposes.  It  usually  grows  bushy  at  the 
bottom  and  tapering  toward  the  top.  Foliage  is  very  soft  and  lacy  and  of 
shiny  deep  green  co’.or.  We  are  careful  to  obtain  our  seed  from  certain 
sections  of  northern  Wisconsin,  producing  stock  of  good  green  color,  and 
compact  habit  of  growth. 

The  American  Arborvitae  is  the  mother  tree  from  which  more  than 


fifty  varieties  have  been  developed,  varying  in  color  from  deep  green  to 
bright  golden  and  ranging  in  size  from  little  dwarfs  to  tall,  pyramidal 
specimens.  The  native  forests  of  Arborvitae  have  long  been  of  great 
commercial  value  for  timber,  producing  tall,  straight  trunks  much  used

It  forms  a  broad,  bushy,  pyramid,  very  similar  in  outline  to  a  good 
type  of  the  regular  American  Arborvitae.  The  foliage  is  decidedly  golden, 
very  bright  in  the  Spring  and  keeping  its  color  well.
